NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES RENT ACT AMENDMENT BI Lu.

“Phe changes proposed are not of a revolutionary character. They do 
touch substantive law, and relate merely to the provisions respecting app 
cases under the Rent Act. : 

In certain classes of 
applications, decisions passed by a Collector or Assistant Collector of the first 
class, when the value of the subject-matter exceeds Rs. 100, are declare 
be final, subject to revision by the Commissioner or the Board; the ob ova) 
intention of the law being to stop further litigation after the first judicial — 
decision, leaving to the superior revenue-authorities power to correct ern Ar

in exceptional cases. The effect of these provisions has, however, been star 
different, Petitions sent by post are received and acted on by Commissioners — 
and the Board of Revenue; and under the Court-fees Act applications to those — 
authorities require a stamp of only one rupee. Advantage has been taken of —— 
these facilities to work, to an extent never contemplated, the provisions — 
respecting revision to which I have alluded, and the result is that a large - 
number of cases come before Commissioners and the Board in which no action 
is called for, and that two appeals are given in cases where the law says there 
‘should be no appeal at all. In the year 1883-84 the number of these mS ho 
tions received by Commissioners was 2,594 and by the Board 1,044, the latter 
being in fact second appeals. Nearly 67 per cent. of these petitions were 
dismissed, as there appeared no ground for interference with the orders. The 
jsposal of such cases, however, encroaches very materially on the time of 
missioners and the Board, and fosters:gambling litigation. It is proposed 
therefore to sweep away altogether the revisional powers of the Commissioners 
and the Board in such cases, and to substitute for them one regular appeal, 
irrespective of the value of the subject-matter, to the Commissioner ; a second 
appeal to the Board being allowed only when tke Commissioner reverses:or 
modifies the order of the Court of first instance. These appeals will bear the 
stamp provided by the Court-fees Act in analogous cases, which is an ad 
valorem duty calculated on one year’s rent. We believe that this will in some 

s of the country at least check the practice of filing groundless applications 
which has grown up under the present law, while it will offer no serious deter- 
rent to applicants whose cases require a remedy. 


“ How far the alterations will produce this effect is of course uncertain, and 
some time must.elapse before the effect manifests itself. Meanwhile, however, 
in at least two divisions the judicial work of Commissioners under the Rent. 
Act has become so great as to cause unreasonable delay to suitors and to em- 
barrass the administration in other departments. *The Bill therefore é 
to give to Commissioners a power, to be exercised under the sonia: 
Local Government, to transfer to Collectors appeals from the orders of first” 
class Assistant Collectors pending in their Courts, and to Collectors power to — 
dispose of suchappeals. As set forth in the Statement of Objects and Reasons, 
this power is amiegons to one conferred on Judges by the Bengal 
Courts Acts to transfer for disposal to Subordinate Judges appeals 
decisions of Munsifs pending in the Judges’ Courts.

“should be an opportunity for correcting by an appeal erroneous decisions 
of this nature. If the value of the suit does not exceed Rs. 100, no such 


"remedy now exists; and in the North-Western Provinces the value of the sub-— 


‘ ea in the great majority of rent-suits does not exceed Rs. 100, 
is a further inconvenience, too, arising from the present state of the 
law on this point. A landlord, let us suppose, sues two tenants in the same 
bo ape before an Assistant Collector of the first class for arrears of rent, the arrears 
being in one case Rs. 99 and in the other Rs.101. In both cases the same plea is 
raised, that the rate at which rent is sued for is in excess of that payable, the 
holdings are similar in character, the plaintiff and the evidence adduced in both 
cases are the same, and there are numerous holdings in the village in which the 
same dispute exists. The Assistant Collector finds that the pleas are bad and 
decrees at the higher rate. In one case his decision is final and the higher 
rate is payable ever after so long as the tenancy continues; in the other an 
appeal is brought to the Judge, who takes a different view and finds that the rate 
' payable is that alleged by the tenant, which similarly becomes the rate binding 
on the parties. Two contradictory decisions on what is practically the same 
issue thus receive the stamp of finality, and the tenants in the village and the 
landlord himself are not sure of theirlegal rights. Attempts at exaction, unneces- 
sary litigation and soreness of feeling necessarily ensue. Oases of this nature 
have already occurred, and the mischief done by the state of the law is not 
- inconsiderable. The Bill therefore proposes to allow an appeal from the decision 
of a Collector or Assistant Collector, first class, in cases where the value of the 
subject-matter does not exceed Rs. 100, not merely where a question of title 
is involved, but where the rent payable is put in issue and determined. 


“Opportunity has been taken of the preparation of this Bill to correct an 
obvious omission in the existing law from which inconvenience has already re- 
sulted. Act XXI of 1881 gives no power to the superior Revenue Courts to 
transfer or bring on their own files cases pending in subordinate Courts—a 
power conferred on the higher Criminal and Civil Courts by the Codes of Criminal 
and Civil Procedure respectively, and on the superior Revenue Courts in other 
provinces by the Rent or Revenue Acts therein in force. The consequence is 
that officers are sometimes forced by the state of the law to dispose judicially of 
cases in which they have been concerned in their executive capacity. A case came 
recently before the Board in which a party in a rent-suit tried by a Tahsilddér 

. prayed to have his appeal heard by some other officer than the Collector of the 
Viatrict, who was also, as President of the Municipal Committee, a party to the 

suit. The Board were unable to pass the order asked for, as the law gave them 

ah no power to transfer a case from one Revenue Court to another.

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NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES LAND-REVENUE ACT AMEND 
MENT BILL. es 


The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton also moved for leave to introduce a Bill 
amend the North-Western Provinces Land-revenue Act, 1873. He said :—_ 

“Here also I have no startling changes to announce. The revenue laws 
the North-Western Provinces oy upon the Commissioner of a division 
duties which can be discharged by him alone. If therefore in any division the 
work arising out of these duties increases or accumulates to an unmanageable 
extent, the law affords no means of relieving the Commissioner short of break 
ing up the old division, constituting two new divisions and appointing a — 
second Commissioner. The creation of a permanent appointment of this nature 
is generally more than the circumstances call for, and is a measure which in 
any case the Lieutenant-Governor would in the present straitened condition — 
of the finances be very unwilling to recommend, and the Government of India 
and the Secretary of State still more unwilling to sanction. In the Bill which — 
I have just obtained leave to introduce measures have been proposed, one effect 
of which we hope will be to lighten one branch of the Commissioner’s duties. 
The operation in this direction of the alterations proposed in the system of ap- 
peal is uncertain, and in parts of the North-Western Provinces will not con- 
tribute very much to this result in consequence of the small size and low rent 
of the holdings. The plan of re-distributing the work when it bears heavil 
on Commissioners among the District Collectors is at most a temporary anit 
tentative contrivance for adjusting the strain upon the Divisional Officers, and 
would be insufficient if the pressure were serious or prolonged. 

“In Bengal, Bombay, the Central Provinces and the Punjab the law allows ° 
of the appointment of Additional or Assistant Commissioners to meet cases such 


~@s those I have referred to, and relief of this nature has with advantage been 


iy Yi requentiy afforded. 

“The Bill which I am asking leave to introduce proposes an analogous 
measure for the North-Western Provinces, and is drawn upon the lines of the 
Act passed by the Council last year, which authorized the appointment of’ an 
Additional Judicial Commissioner in Oudh—an appointment which I may say 
was made for a limited period now expired, and quite justified the reasons which 
induced the Council to pass the Act. 

«The power to appoint an Additional Commissioner in any division can be 
exercised only. with the sanction of the Governor General in Council, who is ~ 
little likely to approve of unnecessary or extravagant appointments; and there — 
is no intention of putting it in force till the transfer of appellate work to 
Collectors has been seen and tested.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

RESOLUTION.

On any future occasion, 
however, when the applicability of a similar system to precarious or insecure 
tracts is to be determined, the practical results of the Muzaffargarh experiment 
may usefully be ascertained and taken into consideration.

The lands of each village fell roughly into two 
classes, (i)--those which were culturable or cultivated at the time when the settlement was 
made, and these had a fixed assessment, to which the owners were rigidly held se tong as by 
river action the land was not made permanently unculturable ; (ii)—lands newly formed by 
the river or made culturable by alluvial deposit after date of settlement, and these were assess- 
ed as soon as they became culturadle at the average rate of the fixed assessment on the Ist class. 
The fault of the system was, that it made the assessment depend on the apparent quality of the 
soil ; and assumed that its cultivation was at the command of the cultivator in the same degree . 
as in the case of lands not exposed to floods, whereas in truth, the power of the owners to culti- 
vate it depended in a very minor degree on themselves, and mainly on the action of the floods; _ 
which action extended with similarly capricious results over the whole alluvial that they inun- 
dated. The new system of assesinent is based on the recognition of the fact that such land as 
is exposed to the annaally recurring action of the Indus and Chenab floods is not really under 
the command of the cultivator ; when the action of the floods is favourable, he can cultivate 
and-can pay revenue accordingly. When he does not cultivate, it is usually due to the un- 
ronatlr character of the floods ; and to enforce a claim for revenue under such circumstances 
is opposed to the fundamental principles of our revenue administration. The rates fixed for. 
sailib cultivation in these lands vary from 18$ and 17 annas on the Chendb, to 15,.14, and 13, 
sci Wylachy ids eisneuss ea eee the Indus.

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The results of the system, it will be seen, are financially favourable, and the system is 
reported to be popular among the people.

OBSERVATIONS.—The total area irrigated during “ kharif” 1885 was 702,258 . 
acres as against 773,315 acres in the previous year—a decrease of 71,057 acres, 
or g'2 per cent. This decrease is due’ entirely to the favourable and we 
distributed rainfall of the season, especially in the upper portion of the Doab. 
This is most marked on the Upper Ganges Canal where the decrease is upwards 
of 63,000 acres. . 


The assessments on account of occupiers’ rate amounted to R21,39,359—a 
decrease of R1,09,718, or about 5 per cent. less than that obtained in 1884. 
Although the area has decreased by g'2 per cent., the assessments have not 
decreased in the same proportion on account of the larger area under sugarcane 
and rice which pay first-class rates.

DEO ESTATE BILL. ae 
The Hon’ble Srx S. Bayiey moved for leave to introduce a Bill to spay ah 
the Chutia Nagpur Encumbered Estates Act, 1876, to the Deo Estate in the — 
Gaya District. He said :— S, 
«The object of this Bill is to give effect to a private arrangement that has 
been come to by and on behalf of the Rajé of Deo with his creditors. The 
estates of the Raji of Deo are situated in the south of the Gaya district 
adjoining the Obutia Nagpur division, and his raiyats are living very much in 
the same condition as the people of Chutia Nagpur. The Rajé of Deo is the . 
representative of an ancient Réjput family who have for many generations 
done very good service to the Government, extending as far back as the rebel- 
lion of Cheyt Singh; they have given assistance to the Government inthe 
Sambalpur troubles, the Kol rebellion, ard nee anes gave us, to my own r 
knowledge, very great assistance in the year of the Mutiny. For these reasons, 
and looking to. the position of the family, the Government of Bengal considered 
it of serious political importance that the estates of the Réjéshould, if possible, 
be maintained. Unfortunately, in the ‘days of the father of the present Raja 
the estate fell very heavily into debt. The Government of Bengal applied to us 
at the beginning of last year on the subject, and various proposals were made. 
At one time it was proposed that there should be a deed of assignment 
which management on the part of the Government should be secured, but it 
was considered that there were legal difficulties in the way which would preyent 
that proposal being worked out satisfactorily. The Réja_ himself wanted his 
estates to be taken under the management of the Court of Wards, but, although 
the North-Western Provinces Act allows that proceeding, the fr Act gives 
no power to take an estate under the management of the Court of Wards when — 
the owner is not a minor or is not in any other way disqualified. 


«The arrangement which has now been come to is an arrangement by con- 
sent. We agreed to legislate on the condition that a scheme for paying off the 
debts was laid before the creditors, and that all the creditors should agree as to the © 
amount of their debts under the scheme for settlement. Accordingly a meeting 
was held on the 19th January last, when all the creditors appeared either in 
person or by agent before the Collector of Gaya; the scheme was | ned 
to them, and they have all signed the agreement. The Mahérdji of Darbhangs 
has acceded separately on the condition of priority which he attaches and w ich 
will be embodied in the Bill. ‘he reason of this' is that the 
_ Darbhanga, who is the largest creditor, holds a decree the execution of whi 
has been postponed to next month, in, order that a satisfactory men! 
might in the meantime be entered into..| These are the circumstances 
which I ask leave to introduce the Bill, and I hope there will be 1

Unpaid letters have fallen off to the extent of 3°71 per cent. Although the

the department has always been to encourage the habit ; and the yearly diminu- 
tion of unpaid correspondence is, therefore, regarded as a satisfactory sign.

23. The Post Maste General of Bengal gives the following information as. 
respects valuables found in articles opened in the Calcutta Dead Letter Office :— 
“Their total value was R40,380, of which articles to the value of R40,017 were 
duly disposed of, leaving a balance of articles valued at only R363 in hand at 
the end of the year. Among the articles of value opened in the dead-letter 
office was an uninsured registered cover addressed to a Native Chief and re- 
fused by him, On the cover being opened, it-was found to contain a gold watch 
set with diamonds and valued at R15,000, The sender’s name was not given, 
but it was eventually ascertained and the article duly returned.”

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Section IV.—District Post. 


26. The district post is now controlled by the local postal authorit 
subject to the orders of the Local Government. Funds for its management are 
provided sometimes by the imposition of a local cess, sometimes by a grant _ 
from Provincial Revenue, and sometimes by a mixture of both these processes. 
The following description of the system under which funds are obtained in the 
Bengal, Behar, and Eastern Bengal Circles is extracted from the Annual Report 
of the Post Master General of Bengal:— : 

“So far as the Postal Department is concerned, the administration of the district post 
for the whole of the Lower Provinces of Bengal is under the control of the Post Master 
General of the Bengal Circle. This section of my report relates, therefore, to the zemindari 
dik system of the Bengal, Behar, and Eastern Bengal Circles, and includes statistics of the 
district post of the last two circles, as well as of the Bengal Imperial Postal Circle. In 
the Lower Provinces the liability of zemindars to carry official correspondence was 
discharged by personal service up to the year 1862. By Act VIII of that year, passed 
by the Bengal Legislative Council, the obligation was commuted into money pay- 
ments, and that Act (VIII B.C. of 1862), known as the Zemindari Dik Act, and the rules 
framed under it, regulate the administration of the district post and the provision of 
funds for its maintenance throughout the territories of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
The whole system may be thus described. The Magistrate determines the stations 
between which communication is required for police or magisterial purposes, and the Post 
Master General, in communication with the District Magistrate, and subject to the final 
decision of the Commissioner, arranges all questions connected with routes, stages, timing, 
strength and cost of establishment. No charges on account of delivery peons or rural 
messengers can be made against zemindari dak funds, but the cost of all establishments 
necessary for the collection and proper keeping of the accounts of the zemindari dak cess, 
as well as for the conveyance of the mails and all reasonable charges for contingencies, 
including boats, huts, furniture, and stationery, are debitable to the funds raised under 
the Act. Those funds are raised in the following manner. The Inspector of Post Offices 
in the district prepares each year by the rst October, and under the Magistrate’s 
instructions an estimate of the cost of establishments and contingencies for the following 
official year. The Magistrate, after including in it the cost of his own office establish- 
ment and any extra provision for keeping up communications with his own camp while on 
tour, forwards the budget to the Post Master General who, after modifying it, if 
necessary, in communication with the Magistrate, returns it. The Magistrate then inserts 
the estimated balance at the close of the current year and thus ascertains the total sum that 
it is necessary to provide. He then apportions the amount rateably on the sudder jumma 
of those liable to pay the cess, vzs., all zemindars, sudder farmers, and other persons pay- 
ing revenue direct to Government in respect of lands situated within the district, it being 
optional with the Magistrate to exempt from liability to payment any person the sudder 
jumma of whose estates in the district does not exceed R50 a year. The sums assessed 
by the,Magistrate are payable half-yearly and in advance, and persons refusing or neglect- 
ing to pay for thirty days after the date fixed for payment, are liable to pay double the 
amount assessed, that amount being recoverable by order of the Magistrate by distraint 
and sale of the moveable property of the defaulter. There is an appeal to the 
Commissioner in- the case of assessments above Rqo for one year. 

“2, Nominations for the posts of sub-postmasters of district offices (called dék 
munshis) overseers and other subordinate officers of the superior grade are made by the 
Superintendent of Post Offices subject to the approval of the Magistrate of the district ; 
but the appointment and dismissal of runners lies with the Superintendent, subject only — 
to an appeal to the Magistrate. Throughout Bengal, moreover, the Local Government 
has found it convenient to entrust the Imperial Postal Department with h general

principally in the Central Provinces, in Madras, in Assam, and in British Burma. _ 
The number of post offices increased by 66, the letter-boxes by 36, the post- — 
men by 12, and the district post line mileage by 334 miles. Contrasted with the 
previous year there was an increase of 246,807 in the number of articles posted 
in district offices and of 367,297 articles in the number received for delivery by 
those offices. But the advance of the district post cannot properly be judged 
by statistical returns, as its offices and lines are constantly absorbed by con- 
version into Imperial post offices and lines, the released funds being applied 
towards the extension of postal facilities in more remote and less favoured 
localities. 
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Section V.—Money Orders. 


28. Allusion has already been made to an important experiment begun in 
the North-Western Provinces under which the agency of the Post Office is used 
for enabling zemindars in the interior of districts to remit small sums of land 
revenue to Government treasuries at head-quarter stations. This scheme has 
the double advantage of saving the zemindars long journeys by road and of 
furnishing the Post Office with funds at small places to which the transmission of 
cash is difficult. Although the measure was restricted to the Benares division, 
yet during the eleven months of its trial no less than 13,914 land revenue orders 
were issued, the gross value of which amounted to R3,35,904. And the com- 
mission realised on these orders was R4,594. Difficulties have as yet prevented 
the extension of the experiment to other parts of the North-Western Provinces: — 
but eventually the Post Office may expect a considerable accession of business 
from this source. 


eg. A new system of dealing with money orders was introduced, with effect 
from thé 1st October 1884, under which clerical work was reduced, the proce- 
dure simplified, and additional advantages given to the public. One important 
feature of the ¢hange was the payment of money orders by postmen at the 
houses of payees, instead of at the Post Office only. This measure was at first 
tried at a few selected offices, with results so satisfactory that its exterision 
generally to all Post Offices was decided on. Again: several important offices 
were empowered to transact money order business, without the intervention of 
their head-offices, thus accelerating the transmission ‘of money orders and 
reducing work in head-offices. 


30. From the 1st October 1884 also the public was given the opportunity 
of employing the telegraph for the transmission of inland money orders. And 
from the 1st March 1885 this measure was extended, so as to include money 
ordets sent to foreign countries : under this extension the orders are telegraphed 
to thé Indian Office of Foreign Exchange at Bombay, and there included in the 
foreign tail. The extent to which advantage was taken of this facility in each 
postal circle will be learnt from the statement given below, which shews that, 
during the six months that the scheme prevailed, the number of telegraphic 
money orders issued was 5,788, and their aggregate value about 3} lakhs of 
rupees. Gompared with the gross amount of money order business done, this 
result is small ; but inland money order transactions are mainly limited to small 
remittances of less than R25 each, and the heavy but doubtless necessary extra 
expense of Ra fora telegram, besides } per cent. additional money order com- 
ihission, must tend to check any great expansion of telegraphic money orders.

Section VI.—Post Office Savings Banks. 


41. The introduction of Post Office Savings Banks dates only from the 1st 
April 1¢82, so that the year under review is the third year of their existence. — 
Statement A, given on the next page, compares the transactions of the year 1884-85 — 
with those of the preceding year, and shews that considerable progress has been 
made. Twenty-eight new head banks and 272 new sub-banks were opened, thus 
raising the total number of banks of both classes to 5.499. During the year 75,887 
accounts were opened and 38,136 closed, the total number of accounts at the end 
of the year standing at 122,599, against 84,848 at the close of March 1884. The 
deposits of the year aggregated 1654 lakhs of rupees as compared with 1034 
lakhs in the previous year: the withdrawals rose from 58} lakhs to 110 lakhs: 
and the balance at credit of depositors increased from 75 lakhs to 1342 lakhs, 
being an increase of moie than 59} lakhs. The interest allowed was 3% lakhs, 
against 1$ lakhs in 1883-84. Although the establishment of Savings Banks was 
not extended to Bombay till May 1883, the amount of its deposits, viz., R30,41,780, 
already exceeds the amount deposited in any other circle. Bengal has the largest 
number of accounts, v7s., 26,770. The highest average balance at the credit 
of each depositor was R161-0-6 in the Punjab, and the lowest R67-14-9 in the 
North-Western Provinces. Referring toa large number of withdrawals which 
occurred chiefly in Guzrat, the Post Master General of Bombay states that they 
were ‘undoubtedly due to a feeling of insecurity which prevailed for a short time 
during the month of March, when the prospect of a war with Russia appeared to 
be imminent and arrangements were being made on a large scale for sending 
troops from India to Pishin.” Mr. Fanshawe adds that the “results at the end 
ef the year shew that the loss to Government was only temporary.”

REVENUE REPORT OF IRRIGATION WORKS IN SIND FOR 1884.85, 
No. 52 L, dated Fort William, the 5th March 1886, 
RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Public Works Department. 
” Read— 
Letter from the Government of Bombay, No, 25 W. I.—56, dated 15th February 1886, 
submitting the Revenue Report of the Irrigation Depariment in Sind for 1884-85, 
and the Resolution of the Government of Bombay thereon. 


OssprvaTiIons.—The Capital expenditure during the year from “ Loan” 
and * Ordinary ” funds amounted to Rs. 6,43,105 and Rs. 27,016, respectively. 
The total Capital outlay up to the end of the year was Rs, 1,06,31,413. 

2: The revenue from all works and all sources amounted to 
Rs. 87,738,166 » assessment and to Rs. 38,50,617 by actual receipts. The 
gross assessed revenue from the “ Productive” and ‘ Ordinary ” rrigation 
works for which Capital and Revenue Accounts are kept, amounted to 
Rs. 16,238,044; the working expenses to Rs. 7,08,802, and the net revenue to 
Rs. 9,14,742, or 8°75 per cent. on the Capital outlay to the end of the year. 
In Sind the “ Ordinary” Irrigation Works are apparently more profitable 
than the “ Productive ” works, yielding 15:44 per cent. on the Capital outlay 
invested in them, against only 5°79 per cent. returned by the Productive works, 
but most probably the Capital outlay recorded against the former class of works 
does not fully represent the amount of original work in them, much of which 
was inherited from the former rulers of the country. : 

8. The total area cultivated by the aid of the Irrigation works, during the’ 
year under review, amounted to 1,783,173 acres, an increase of 230,612 acres 
over the average area of the five preceding years, and of 242,342 over the 
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area of 1883-84, the year immediately preceding. This most satisf 
inerease was due toa fairly favourable fanadutian timely rainfall, impre 
clearances, and increased confidence of the cultivating community 
protective embankments. The large increase in irrigation revenue (Rs. 4,48, 
over that of the previous year shows how remunerative is the outlay on cai 
clearances and protective embankments in Sind. An increased grant for this 
purpose was first made in 1881-82, from the commencement of which year up , 
to end of 1884-85, the increase in outlay has averaged Rs. 1,47,000 per annum ; 
the increase in revenue during the same four years having averaged Rs. 4,60,900 
per annum: but while the outlay on clearances and repairs of the fourth year, 
1884-85, is only Rs. 1,26,766 in excess of the outlay during 1880-81, the 
irrigation revenue of 1884-85 is Rs. 7,738,303 more than that of 1880-81, . 
A portion of this increase is, however, due to increased rates of assessment. 
The irrigation share of the net consolidated revenue for 1884-85 amounted to 
Rs. 86,16,370, and the cultivated area, excluding jaghir land, to 1,586,279 acres, 
giving an average rate of Rs. 2°28 per acre ; the corresponding rate per acre 
was Rs. 2°14 for 1880-81, so that (1,586,279 x Rs. 0°14)= Rs. 2,22,079 _ 
may be set down as due to increased rates of assessment, and the balance, 
Rs. 5,51,224, may be fairly claimed as being ina great measure the result of 
improved clearances and maintenance. But the possibility of increased agssess- 
ment must itself be due, in no small degree, to increased certainty of supply 
and security from floods, and in any case, the increase in outlay has conduced 
largely to an increase in revenue more than fourfold of its own amount. 

4. The total outlay on maintenance and collection charges during 
the year amounted to Rs. 14,04,087, being 87:21 per cent. of the 
revenue, and Rs. 0°79 per acre, the average percentage and rate per - 
acre of the six preceding years having been 40°15 and 0°78. On the 
Punjab inundation canals the rate of maintenance during 1884-85 was 
Its. 1:07 per acre, but strict comparison cannot be instituted as the Sind returns 
probably include a number of minor canals which are not maintained in the 
same style as those for which Capital and Revenue Accounts are kept, and it is 
impossible from the returns submitted to separate accurately the areas irri- 
gated by the latter. Nor can any fair comparison be instituted of proportion 
of expenditure to revenue, because the Sind water revenue amounts to Rs, 2°28 
per acre, that of the Punjab being only Rs. 150 per acre for the inundation 
canals. 

5. The duty done by the water varied from 72°39 acres per cubic foot per 
second on the Desert Canal to 28-09 on the Fuleli and 18°53 on the Sanhi-Guni; 
miillets forming 89°3 per cent. of the irrigated area on the Desert, and rice 
68 and 99 per cent. respectively of the irrigated areasonthe Fuleli and Sanhi- 
Guni canals. 

6. The Government of India observes with satisfaction the earlier sub- 
mission of the report, and hopes that still further improvement in this respect 
will be attained in the submission of that for 1885-86.

Resowvtion.—The inundation of the year 1884, although at the outset somewhat 
discouraging, was on the whole a favorable one, resulting in a very considerable extension of 
the area of cultivation and increase of revenue. This result was in all robability somewhat 
due also to the well-timed and geveral full of rain whieh tovk place during four months of 
the inundation, 


2. The increases of area of cultivation and canal revenue, as shown in Table II., were 
respectively 230,612 acres and Rs. 6,15,391 over the averages of the previous five years. 

8. The total area of cultivation for the year under review was 17,83,173 acres, of which 
196, 894 acres were jéghir. 

4. The irrigation share of the net consolidated assessment was Rs. 36,16,370, giviug 
an average rate of Rs, 2:27 per acre. 

5, The total expenditure on Maintenance and Repairs and Revenue collection charges 
has been Rs. 14,04,087, being an increas on the previous three years made up entirely of 
an increase in the last item. 

6. The percen on revenue was 37:21, and the cost of maintenance per acre was *79 
(about 12% annas), which bears favorable comparison with previous years. 

7. It is satisfactory to find that the increase of cultivation is not entirely due to the 
favorable season, but may be attributed also to the increased confidence given to the zamindars 
by the protective works undertaken by the Government. 


8. The attention of the Political Department should be called to the remarks of the 
Commissioner in Sind in the beginning of his 6th paragraph regarding the outstandings in 
the Khelat District. ; 

9. His explanation with respect to the Hakaba outstandings in the Sind Division is 
quite satisfactory. : 

10, The state of affairs in the Eastern Néra continues to improve rapidly, and althoug 
there is still a deficit, yet in a few more years the revenue, it is confidently expected, will 
attain to satisfactory dimensions, 


11, The improved supply inthe Desert Canal due to the lowering of the sill of the 
regulator is noticeable. 

12, The increase and improvement generally in the revenue of all the systems of canals 
in the province is highly satisfactory, and no special remarks seem to be further required on 
any work in particular, 

13. The bund ms were in several instances severely strained, and though in a few 
cases breaches occurred, yet on the whole they stood fairly, and fortunately when accidents 
did occur no serious injury resulted. & 

14, Government again learn with satisfaction the Commissioner’s continued approbation 
pines the efforts of the Irrigation Department in the Province of Sind during 

year, ; 

15. The report has been submitted with increased punctuality, and it is confidently 
expected that this improvement will progress. : : 

16. Copies of this report and the memorandum thereon by the Commissioner in Sind

2. The inundation of 1884 was, as explained by the Acting Superi 
Engineer for Irrigation, a remarkably good one, and the season con 
was an excellent one for cultivation. The rainfall was also favourable. As was 
to be expected, the favourable inundation led to an increase in cultivation, the 
increase over the area cultivated in 1883-84 being acres 156,447 of kharff and 
acres 67,715 of rabi, yielding an increased irrigation revenue of R4,48,012, a 
result which, though due to a favourable inundation, could not have been counted 
on, had not the improved clearances of late years rendered increased cultivation 
possible and the protective embankments given the zemindars confidence 
sufficient to induce them to bring fresh lands under the plough. Some of the 
increase in revenue is also, as Mr. Whiting points out, due to increased rates, 
but as increased rates would rather have a tendency to check than increase 
cultivation, the increase is all the more satisfactory. ! 


3. Mr. Whiting in his fifth paragraph expresses surprise at there being an 
increas® in cultivation and yet a decrease in revenue in the Fuleli Canals Dis. 
trict. If" (he remarks) “there is any cause for such a remarkable result the 
Irrigation Department is not aware of it.” Who is referred to as “ the Irriga- 
tion Department” the Commissioner is not aware, but the Executive Engineer 
of the Fuleli District should have had'no difficulty in explaining to Mr. Whiting 
the causes that might, and it must be presumed have produced the results that 
so surprise him. The southern tdlukas of the Hyderabad Collectorate which 
form the Fuleli Canals District have not all been settled, some being under the 
old ‘diffused rates,” while in others, as for instance Badin and Tando Bago, old 
leases are still inforce. In\this part, as Colonel LeMesurier has often pointed 
out, increased cultivation does not mean increased revenue, as however great the 
area within leased lands that is cultivated the revenue collections do not vary. 
The only increase possible being in the case of “bigoti” lands, that is lands 
taken up on an assessment per acre. Thus a decrease in the cultivation in the 
settled Guni Taluka (and there has been a decrease in the area in that taluka 
under kharif crops) and an increase in the unsettled talukas would prodace the 
results referred to by Mr. Whiting. The talukas forming the southern :portion 
of the Hyderabad District are now being surveyed and settlement rates will very 
shortly be introduced when the present state of things will cease and probably 
an increased revenue be obtained. y : 

4. The list given by Mr. Whiting in his 7th paragraph of talukas into which 
a settlement has not yet been introduced is inaccurate. He has mixed up talukas 
which have never been settled with talukas into which a revised settlement has 
not hes been introduced, and in his 8th paragraph he seems to have confounded 
settlement operations with surveys. ry 


5. The table given in paragraph 9 shows the net canal revenue for each alg

6. In his 11th and 12th paragraphs the Acting Superintending 
refers to the hakaba outstanding.

6. As the last instalment fell due only 15 days before the year this result 
is satisfactory. 


7. The figures given by Mr. Whiting at the close of his 12th paragraph 
regarding the Hyderabad District certainly seem to point to a mistake some- 
where, and the Collector will be asked to offer an explanation. 


8. The remissions for the year are considerable (R1,12,048), but it will be 
seen that of this amount R87,976 are due on lands on the Ghar Canal and in 
Hyderabad, The remissions on the former were chiefly due to breaches and 
floods, to a great extent the result of heavy rain in the mountains, and all were 
absolutely necessary. As usual they were granted after consulting the Executive 
Engineer in charge of the canal. Those in Hyderabad or at least the greater 

art of them might be termed nominal remissions, being assessment due on 

ina left for years uncultivated by the holders who had more land than they 
could manage, and the holders were called on to pay the assessment in order

g. It is not necessary to follow the Acting Superintending Engineer 
through his details regarding different canals. Last year it was the Commis- 
sioner's pleasant duty to call attention to the good results to the province from 
the improvements carried out during recent years by the Irrigation Department 


and this year’s report well supplements these remarks. The year has been an i 


unusually good one and much good work has been done, but a great deal still 
remains to be effected before even existing works and systems of canals can be 
considered fairly secure.
